ACT   OF   INCORPORATION.

Whereas,  a  number  of  the  ci  ■  of  this  State  Lave  formed 

an  association,  for  the  laudable  and  benevolent  purpose  of 
educating  and  provi    .  .  ;   .   t  Hess  and  destitute  chil- 

dren ;  and  whereas  the  Legi  "  tare  of  this  State  is  willing 
to  encourage  such  purposes;  therefore, 
1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  lew  Jersey,  that , Matthew  Eewkirk,  Elijah  G. 
C&ttell,  James  PL  Stevens,  George  W.  N.  Custis,  J.  Earl 
Atkiuson,  Joseph  C.  De  LaConr,  Joseph  D.  Reinboth,  Robert 
B.  Potts,  Jesse  W.  Starr,  Edmund  E.  Reed,  John  R.  Graham, 
Benjamin  H.  Browning,  Solomon  L.  Stimson,  Philander  C. 
Brinck,  John*  Aikman,  Thomas  P.  Carpenter,  Elisha  V. 
Glover,  Thomas  B.  Atkinson,  Isaac  L.  Lowe,  and  Peter  L. 
Voorhees,  and  their  associates  be,  and  they  are  hereby  incor-

i  it  enacted,  That  the  affairs  and  concerns  of  the 
"  The  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children"  shall  be 
lucted  by  a  board  of  managers,  consisting  of  twenty-four 
ladies,  and  a  board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  twenty  gentle- 
men; and  the  members  of  said  corporation  shall  meet  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  May  next,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  and  elect  by  ballot  a  b 
of  managers,  six  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one 
year,  six  to  serve  for  two  years,  six  to  serve  for  three  years, 
and  six  to  serve  for  four  years;  and  also  a  board  of  twenty 
trustees,  five  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year, 
rive  for  two  years,  five  for  three  years,  and  five  for  four  years; 
and  the  members  of  said  corporation  shall  annually  thereafter, 
on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the 
the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  elect  six  managers 
and  five  trustees,  to  serve  for  four  years,  and  shall  then  and 
there  elect  a  manager  or  managers,  trustee  or  trustees,  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  that  might  bo  occasioned  by  death,  re- 
signation or  removal,  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  act  of  any  man- 
ager or  trustee;  provided  that  the  managers  now  acting  and 
the  trustees  now  acting  and  mentioned  as  corporators  in  this 
act  shall  continue  to  act  until  others  shall  be  elected  ;  and 
provided,  further,  That  in  case  an  election  shall  not  be  held  at 
the  time  provided,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  give  at  least 
ten  clays'  notice  before  another  election  shall  be  held  ;  and 
provided,  that  notice  of  an  election  shall  bo  given  at  least  ouo 
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week  in  two  of  the  newspapers  of  the  city  of  Camden,  prior 
to  the  time  of  holding  said  election. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  managers  and  trustees  in  their  discretion  to  take  under 
their  guardianship  all  children  who  may  be  placed  under  their 
care  and  management  in  either  of  the  following  modes  :  first, 
children  under  twelve  years  of  age,  who  shall  be  voluntarily 
surrendered  by  their  fathers,  or  in  case  of  his  death  or  absence, 
by  their  mother  or  by  their  guardian  in  the  care  of  said  man- 
agers and  trustees  by  an  agreement  or  declaration  in  writing; 
second,  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  may  be  com- 
mitted to  the  care  of  said  managers  and  trustees  by  any  judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  or  of  the  Circuit  Court, 
or  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  County  of  Camden, 
or  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Camden,  on  account  of  vag- 
rancy, or  the  exposure,  or  the  neglect  or  abandonment  of 
said  children  by  their  parents,  parent  or  guardian,  or  other 
people  having  custody  of  said  children ;  and  in  case  of  poor 
children  under  the  age  above  mentioned,  contemplated  by  the 
twelfth  and  twenty-fifth  sections  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature 
of  this  State,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  settlement  and  relief 
of  the  poor,"  approved  April  tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-six,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  persons  therein  authorized 
to  bind  out  such  children,  to  commit  the  same  by  an  agree- 
ment or  declaration  in  writing,  signed  by  said  persons  required 
to  sign  such  children's  indentures,  to  the  care  and  mangement 
of  such  trustees  and  managers. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  managers  and  trustees 
shall  have  the  guardianship  of  the  said  children  so  placed  un- 
der their  care  and  management  during  their  minority,  shall 
cause  them  to  be  educated  and  instructed  in  a  proper  manner, 
and  may,  when  in  their  discretion  it  shall  appear  proper,  bind 
the  said  children  with  their  consent  as  apprentices  during  their 
minority,  to  such  persons  and  at  such  places  and  to  learn  such 
trades  and  employments,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  man- 
agers and  trustees  will  be  the  most  conducive  to  the  benefit 
and  advantage  of  said  children ;  provided  that  the  charge  and 
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power  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees  over  and  upon  the 
said  children,  Bhall  not  in  the  case  of  females  extend  beyond 
the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or  the  said  managers  and  trustees 
in  their  discretion  may  return  the  said  children  to  their  pa- 
rents or  surviving  parents  or  guardians 

6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  property  of  the  said  corpo- 
ration hold  or  occupied  by  them  for  the  purpose  of  their  in- 
corporation shall  be  freed  from  all  taxes  to  be  levied  under 
the  authority  of  thi9  State,  and  no  person  shall  lose  or  acquire 
a  legal  settlement  by  residence  in  the  home  to  be  provided  by 
said  corporation. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  Society  Bhall  be  called  "The  Camden  Home  for 
Fri]  Children,"  the  object  and  design  of  which  are  to 

afford  a  home,  food,  clothing,  and  schooling  for  destitute  or 

friendless  children,  and,  at  a  suitable  age,  to  place  them  with 

ible  families  to  learn  some  useful  trade  or  occupation. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Any  person  who  shall  annually  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  one 
dollar  before  the  first  of  May,  shall  be  a  member  of  this  So- 
ciety, and  any  person  who  shall  pay  at  one  time  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars  shall  be  a  member  for  life. 

ARTICLE  III. 

This  Society  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
May,  public  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  at  least  one  week 
previous  in  two  or  more  newspapers.  Within  four  days  after 
the  annual  meeting,  the  Trustees  and  Managers  shall  meet 
and  elect  their  Officers,  Matron  and  Teacher.  They  shall  also 
at  the  same  time  appoint  the  following  Committees  :  Com- 
mittee on  Admission  and  Dismission,  House  Committee, 
Committee  on  Purchase  and  Supplies,  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion. 

At  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  the  Officers  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  preside. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at  the  request 
in  writing,  of  five  members,  to  be  called  by  the  President,  or, 
in  his  absence,  by  the  Vice  President  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

For  the  better  government  of  the  House,  there  shall  be  a 
Board  of  Managers,  to  consist  of  twenty-four  (24)  ladies,  to 
whom  shall  be  entrusted  the  management  of  its  affairs,  except 
as  hereinafter  designated,  to  be  chosen  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Society  in  May.  They  shall  have  power  to  choose  their  own 
officers,  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own  Board,  and  to  make 
such  By-laws  as  they  may  deem  fit  and  proper,  not  repugnant 
to  this  Constitution;  and  five  (5)  managers  shall  form  a  quo- 
rum for  buisness. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

BOARD    OF    TRUSTEES. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  twenty  (20)  gentle- 
men, to  be  chosen  by  the  Society  in  May,  at  their  annual 
meeting.  They  shall  choose  their  own  officers,  fill  all  vacan- 
cies that  occur  in  their  own  Board,  and  make  all  needful  By- 
Laws  and  regulations  not  repugnant  to  this  Constitution ;  and 
three  (3)  members  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  statedly  every  quarter. — 
They  shall  have  the  control  and  management  of  the  real  es- 
tate, investments,  personal  securities  and  all  funds  of  the 
Society,  except  such  as  are  collected  by  the  Managers  for  the 
current  expenses  of  the  ''Home." 

They  shall  superintend  the  indenturing  of  the  inmates  and 
afford  advice  to  the  Managers  when  requested. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

At  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  the  Managers 
shall  make  a  written  report  of  their  transactions,  and  shall 
make  and  receive  such  suggestions  as  their  interest  of  the  in- 
stitution may  require. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered,  except  at  an  annual 
or  special  meeting  of  the  Society,  at  which  not  less  than  ten 
(10)  members  shall  be  present. 


PRESIDENT'S    REPORT. 


On  behalf  of  the  Managers  and  Trustees  of  "The  Camden 
Home  for  Friendless  Children,"  I  return  thanks  to  the  gener- 
ous public  who  have  given  us  the  material  aid  for  our  Home 
the  past  year,  and  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  a  kind 
Providence  who  has  interested  your  hearts  with  the  spirit  of 
benevolence,  not  only  pecuniarily,  but  with  your  sympathy 
and  active  support,  and  trust  to  the  same  source  for  a  con- 
tinued manifestation  of  your  care  and  interest  in  our  Home. 

The  institution,  in  this  the  third  year  of  its  existence,  has 
again  been  blessed  with  an  exemption  from  death  or  any  dis- 
ease of  moment,  and  its  career  of  usefulness  prospered  and 
encouraged,  so  that  notwithstanding  the  increased  number  of 
children  cared  for,  averaging  about  thirty-two,  and  having 
been  as  high  as  thirty-six,  which  is  the  number  now  in  the 
Home,  the  means  for  their  sustenance  and  care  has  been 
forthcoming,  and  the  Home  has  been  well  sustained,  funds 
received  sufficient  for  all  expenditures,  and  ends  the  year 
without  debt.  In  connection  with  the  financial  statement 
which  will  be  read  to  you,  and  which  I  shall  not  anticipate, 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  cost  of  each  child's  maintenance 
and  education  ;  many  of  whom  are  left  with  us  very  young, 
some  between  the  ages  of  three  and  six  years,  necesitating 
provisions  for  them  for  many  years  after.  In  addition  to  our 
usual  course  toward  the  care  of  such  I  here  throw  out  a  sue:- 
gestion  to  any  of  our  kind  friends  (who  have  the  means)  and 
so  desire  to  practically  care  for  one  of  those  who  come  to  our 
Home,  and  God  grant  that  such  an  institution  may  always  be 
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found  here  and  elsewhere,  and  liberally  supported,  which 
ought  to  be  considered  a  very  great  privilege,  to  provide  food, 
raiment  and  shelter  for  the  orphan  and  friendless.  As  I  sug- 
gested should  any  of  our  friends  desire  to  practically  care  for 
one  of  these  little  ones,  that  they  can  have  the  consciousness 
of  doing  so  individually,  by  making  a  donation  of  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  dollars,  which,  will  provide  for  a  child 
for  one  year.  This  would  particularly  increase  our  resources, 
enhance  our  usefulness,  and  identify  the  donor  with  our  work 
more  closely,  as  also  the  child  or  children  in  whom  the  special 
interest  is  taken, until  such  times  as  a  good  home  is  provided 
at  a  suitable  age.  We  also  want  a  permanent  house  for  our 
Home.  There  does  appear  just  now  an  urgent  necessity  for 
us  to  make  a  strong  appeal  in  that  direction,  as  we  find  the 
rent  of  our  present  temporary  quarters  entails  upon  us  the 
heavy  expense  of  one- sixth  (J)  of  our  entire  expenditures, 
thus  diminishing  to  that  extent  our  ability  financially  for  our 
work. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  will  now  report  more  spe- 
cifically the  history  of  the  past  year,  with  the  work  done,  and 
I  therefore  refer  you  to  her  statement,  which  will  be  read 
by  the  Rev.  E.  V.  Glover.

THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


With  devout  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  record 
the  successful  close  of  the  third  year  of  our  corporate  exis- 
tence. Neither  by  "  the  pestilence  that  walketh  in  darkness" 
nor  by  the  "  destruction  that  wasteth  at  moonday"  have  we 
been  visited,  but  manifold  proofs  have  been  given  us,  that 
"  around  and  beneath  have  been  the  everlasting  arms,"  and 
with  one  accord  we  adopt  the  sentiment,  "  Hitherto  hath  the 
Lord  helped  us." 

It  is  proper,  however,  that  an  exhibit  rendered  to  its  patrons 
of  the  condition  and  prospects  of  our  "  Home,"  should  epit- 
omize items  of  discouragement,  as  well  as  matters  of  gratu 
lation,  and  the  Managers,  in  the  discharge  of  thi3  duty,  beg 
to  advert  to  some  erroneous  views,  which,  though  happily  not 
generally  entertained,  still  have  a  tendency  to  retard  the  pros- 
perity of  this  philanthropic  institution. 

Dependent  as  it  is^upon  the  enlightened  benevolence  of 
the  community,  and  the  only  charitable  Institution  for  chil 
dren  in  South  and  West  Jersey,  (saving  one  in  Mount  Holly,) 
it  is  important  that  they  should  recognize  our  "  Home"  as 
one  of  the  abosolutely  necessary  charities  to  be  fostered.  As 
important  in  its  limited  and  particular  work,  as  is  the  Church 
in  her  grander  and  more  imposing  sphere  of  operations. 

There  are  some  who  have  carelessly  remarked  that  "these 
destitute  and  friendless  children  should  be  sent  to  the  alms- 
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house,"  but  we  appeal  to  the  nobler  instincts  of  the  thought- 
ful and  benevolent,  whether  such  an  idea  is  not  prompted  by 
ignorant  and  unworthy  impulses.  No  person  acquainted  with 
the  operations  of  the  latter  institution  can  be  candid  in 
saying  that  is  a  suitable  place  for  the  rearing  and  instruction 
of  the  interesting  class  of  little  ones  that  engage  our  sym- 
pathies and  care.  The  very  associations  of  such  a  place 
would  be  destructive  to  the  holy  impulses  we  seek  to  develop 
in  their  tender  minds.  Our  object  in  gathering  them  in  from 
the  purlieus  of  vice  and  crime,  is  to  instil  into  them  princi- 
ples that  will  render  them  noble,  generous,  and  pure,  and 
impart  to  them  that  self-respect  which  is  essential  to  the  de- 
velopment of  true  manhood  and  womanhood.  Can  such  ends 
be  reached  by  surrendering  them  to  the  baneful  associations 
that  are  inseparable  from  the  very  best  conducted  poor-house? 
Surely  not !  Better  to  immure  them  within  the  walls  of  a 
House  of  Correction,  where  at  least  a  formal  heed  could  be 
given  to  the  improvement  of  their  minds  and  morals  than  to 
brand  them  with  the  title  of  "  little  paupers,"  and  entail  upon 
them  the  consequences  that  invariably  follow  neglect  of  heart 
and  mind,  and  the  immortal  spirit ! 

Besides  this,  many  of  these  children  are  not  legitimately 
"  charity  boys  and  girls;"  they  are  the  honorable  wards  of 
the  State  and  Nation  !  "  Their  fathers  have  gone  to  the  field 
of  strifexto  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  Nation,  and  in  the 
discharge  of  heroic  duty,  have  been  slain,  and  these  innocent 
orphans  by  right  claim  from  us  the  care,  attention  and  love, 
that  would  have  been  given  them,  had  we  not  consented  to 
the  sacrifice  of  their  natural  protectors.  Who,  in  future 
emergency,  would  dare  to  die  for  country,  knowing  that  the 
alms-house  would  be  assigned  to  their  offspring  as  the  best 
refuge  the  generosity  of  the  nation  would  afford  ? 

There  is  another  error,  rn^re  or  less  prevalent  in  the  com- 
munity, in  regard  to  the  available  resources  at  hand  for  meet- 
ing and  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  "  Home."  The  report 
of  the  Treasurer  will  exhibit  the  facts  definitely,  but  at  the 
risk  of  unnecessary  repetition,  we  beg  leave  to  make  here  a 
statement  of  our  financial  condition. 
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Daring  the  first  year  of  our  incorporation,  through  the 
liberality  of  friends,  and  as  the  result  of  two  fairs  held  for  the 
benefit  of  the  institution,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars 
)0)  was  collected  over  and  above  the  necessary  expen- 
ditures of  the  year. 

This  sum  the  Managers  have  sought  to  retain  intact,  as  the 
nucleus  of  a  building  fund,  and  up  to  the  present,  by  rigid 
economy,  they  have  been  enabled  to  adhere  to  this  purpose. 
This  money  has  been  invested  in  United  States  securities, 
from  which  interest  at  six  per  cent,  in  gold  is  derived.  This 
sum  constitutes  the  entire  assets  of  the  institution,  apart  from 
the  scanty  furniture  at  the  "  Home." 

There  is  a  pressing  necessity  for  an  immediate  supply  of 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  provisions  and  clothing  for  the 
children. 

Compelled  to  buy  all  needful  articles  in  limited  quantities, 
for  lack  of  funds,  it  is  impossible  to  economize  as  we  might, 
were  we  able  to  save  the  margin  allowed  to  wholesale  pur- 
chasers. We  therefore  earnestly  appeal  to  our  friends,  many 
of  whom  have  contributed  nobly,  to  put  us  in  a  condition  to 
operate  to  the  very  best  advantage  for  themselves  and  the 
institution. 

It  may  appear  to  some  that  the  support  of  the  "  Home"  re- 
quires a  large  outlay  of  money,  and  it  is  certainly  true  ;  but 
when  it  is  remembered  that  during  the  past  winter,  the  House 
has  been  constantly  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity,  with  those 
who  required  to  be  fed,  clothed,  and  educated,  and  in  addi- 
tion thereto  the  needed  care-takers  have  been  secured  and 
provided  for,  we  are  sure  that  we  shall  not  be  accused  of  ex- 
travagance. 

Your  Managers  regret  that  the  "  Home"  is  so  contracted  in 
its  accommodations,  and  consequently  limited  in  its  useful- 
ness. We  are  obliged  to  refuse  many  children,  who  might 
be  benefitted  by  being  under  the  course  of  instruction  and 
training  here  given,  bat  cannot  be  received  for  lack  of  room; 
while  the  cost  of  keeping  them  would  add  very  little  to  the 
■expense  to  those  we  now  have.  The  present  corps  of  officers 
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could  manage  twice  the  number  of  little  ones,  and  the  differ- 
ence in  cost  would  be  merely  their  food  and  clothing. 

If  some  kind  friend  to  the  orphan  and  destitute,  would 
give  us  ground  on  which  to  build  a  house,  we  think  a  suffi- 
cient interest  would  be  awakened,  to  induce  others  to  con- 
tribute towards  it,  and  thus  in  a  short  time,  we  might  have 
the  foundation  of  a  large  and  benevolent  enterprise  that 
would  benefit  all  this  section  of  the  State. 

And  are  there  not  to  be  found  in  this  place,  men  who  have 
ample  means  to  accomplish  this  ? 

St.  James  says  :  "  He  that  knoweth  to  do  good,  and  doeth 
it  not,  to  him  it  is  sin." 

Some  extracts  from  the  abundant  material  we  have,  relative 
to  the  children  who  have  been  consigned  to  other  homes,  may 
be  interesting  to  our  patrons. 

Julia  A.  H.  Living  with  a  clergyman,  and  gives  satisfac- 
tion. Is  well  contented  with  her  home ;  attending  school  and 
improving.  Attends  Sunday  School.  Josephine  T.  With 
a  family  near  Camden,  is  a  promising  girl,  and  well  thought 
of.     Attends  Sunday  School. 

Lizze  B.  and  Katie  W.  Sisters  aged  four  and  six  years; 
are  in  the  same  family,  and  doing  well.  Were  at  school  when 
the  Superintendent  visited  the  family ;  are  well  and  happy. 

John  H.  When  he  came  to  the  Home  was  a  poor,  puny 
little  boy ;  is  now  on  a  farm,  and  has  grown  to  be  a  robust 
lad.     The  family  think  him  a  good  boy. 

Rosa  H.,  Near  Hammonton  ;  is  adopted  in  the  family; 
she  calls  them  father  and  mother. 

Lawrence  D.  Is  in  a  family  where  there  are  no  small  chil- 
dren ;  he  is  very  fond  of  the  family,  and  they  of  him  ;  he  calls 
them  Uncle  and  Aunt.  He  was  rather  thin  and  delicate,  but 
the  country  air  and  working  on  a  farm,  has  benefitted  him 
very  much.     Attends  Sabbath  School. 

Annie  H.  Located  near  Salem,  is  a  very  promising  girl ; 
during  the  last  winter,  received  the  prize  offered  by  the 
teacher,  as  the  best  student,  and  for  general  good  conduct. 

Ellie  C.     Has  been  adopted  in  the  family  where  she  is,  and 
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is  known  in  the  Bchool  and  neighborhood  as  the  daughter, 
very  affectionate  child,  and  delighted  with  her  home; 
attend-  Sunday  School. 

Kobert  I\.  When  visited  hy  the  Superintendent  was  found 
to  be  badly  treated;  he  was  brought  home  and  another  place 
procured  for  him  in  a  good  family,  where  lie  is  doing  well. 
lie  goes  to  Sabbath  School  regularly. 

The  above  testimony  must  sufh'ce  to  give  an  idea  of  the 
results  of  this  work;  it  is  but  little  compared  with  the  whole, 
but  sufficient  to  impress  the  mind  with  the  conviction  that 
this  enterprise  "has  found  favor  with  God  and  man." 

During  the  past  year,  sixty-five  children  have  been  cared 
for  in  the  "Home;"  twenty-nine  have  been  discharged;  some 
were  indentured  and  others  returned  to  their  friends. 

The  child  referred  to  in  our  last  report  as  "  weak-minded" 
has  been  admitted  into  the  "Pennsylvania  Training  School 
for  Feeble-minded.  Children,"  as  a  Beneficiary  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey. 

The  services  of  Mr.  Swinuey,  as  Superintendent,  and  Mrs. 
Swinney,  as  Matron,  are  continued  to  us;  Miss  Cuthbert  is 
also  retained  as  Teacher. 

The  Managers  are  under  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  Dr. 
IT.  G.  Taylor,  to  whose  constant  care  and  attention,  with 
God's  blessing,  the  uniform  good  health  of  the  children  is 
mainly  due. 

In  conclusion  we  present  with  unwavering  confidence  to  a 
christian  community,  our  household  of  friendless  innocents. 
They  appeal  for  further  love  and  sympathy. 

True  religion  will  yield  a  sure  response.
